They write from Florence, that, in Confequeace of 
three fecret Conventions for different Terms, which 
are now all expired, a perpetual offenfive and defeofive 
Alliance has been concindéd between the Crown of 
Spain and the Republick of Genoa; which was fign’d 
“ the 20th of April, aod. will fhort!'y be made pud- 
ick. 

We learn from Hanover, thet 2 Man has been lately 
burnt alive at Sels, being ‘conviied as an Incendiary. 
He hd, it feems, twice fet hst Town on Fire, by which 
many of its Inbabitants were reduced to—cxtteme 
Mifery. 

They write from Berlin, that the Marquis de V-tori, 
Miaifter from France, bed an Audience of his Pruflian 
Majefty on the sSch of May, at Neils, in which he 
was very gracioufly received ; and ported the next Day, 
in a'l Appearance, extremely well {atisfied. 

We learn by private Letters from the Hague, that 
the Garifon that marched out of the Town, into the 
Ciradel of Tourosy, confifted of 11 Batzslions, and three 
Squadrons, msking in all upwards of 7000 Men.
